Harry Lowenburg, »
member of the Equal Franchise Soclety
and of the Congreasional Union, deplored
the habit that “‘politicinns and ocollege
professors have of mixing up thelr
private opinions with their public duty.”

“Doubtiess Doctor Taggart ia an ‘antl’,”
#he mild this morning, “und hates to ses
the wuffrage propaganda spread; but It
meemp ridicuious that he should put the
ban on suflrage and let socialiem go
through. It certainly was an impeolitic
move to make, but 1 am sure that the
cause of suffrage will profit rather than
be harmed by L'
